1.47(a) on 21 October, 2004. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

The above-identified application was filed on 12 November, 2003, 
without an executed oath or declaration.

February, 2003, Initial Patent Examination Division mailed a 
Notice to File Missing Parts of Nonprovisional Application, 
requiring an executed oath or declaration and a surcharge for its 
late filing as well as replacement drawings in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.84 and 1.121.
